The handwriting may be on the wall for 
at least one Andover school. 

After looking over a new set of popula- 
tion projections Tuesday night, the school 
committee directed Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert to come back with recommen- 
dations for a ‘multi-year building use 
plan’’ to deal with ‘‘anticipated reductions 
in school-age youngsters.’’ 

In summarizing the latest figures — 
these from the Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission — Chairman Elaine 
Viehmann said it appears the school pop- 
ulation will continue to decrease over the 
near term.”’ 

“I think,’’ she said, ‘‘we may have to 
close a school by the end of the year.” 

The motion by Joseph Finn gave the 
proposed plan a ‘‘multi-year’’ life, so that 
other changes could be accommodated.

The Great 
Pumpkin? 


It’s possible, for instance, that an elemen- 
tary school could be closed for present 
purposes, and pressed into service for 
other youngsters while changes are being 
made elsewhere. 

Seifert assured the committee that any 
plan would dovetail with recommen- 
dations that might be forthcoming from 
the school building committee and the 
architect. 

The MVPC report projected that An- 
dover’s population would reach 40,500 by 
the year 2010, with a school age population 
of 3768. Present enrollment is 5720. 

The high school enrollment has decreas- 
ed less than two percent over the past five 
years, according to the report, while 
elementary enrollment has decreased by

WWNSMAN Work At 
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Standstill

Polaroid still intends to be an Andover 
industrial tenant, but construction of its 


238,000 square foot plant in West Andover 


has been shut down. 

The building is not for sale, although 
several firms, including Digital, have 
made inquiries regarding its availability, 
a company spokesman said this week. 

When permit procedures were smoothed 
by the town and ground broken for the con- 
struction begun a year ago, there was a 
need to have the building ready for 
machinery installation which had to be 
done on-site. 

But, in the months that followed the 
market for some Polaroid products 
reversed, causing company officials to 
review their expansion plans, not only 
with regard to the Andover project, but in 
other areas as well. 

The new Andover plant located in An- 
dover Technical Park on the former Shat- 
tuck farm property, was to manufacture 
SX-70 film. 

Contributing to problems faced by the 
company was the failure of the new 
Polavision — instant movie processs and

Selectmen 
Override 
King Bill 


Invoking the home-rule option on a state 
Statute, selectmen voted Monday night to 
allow only certified woodburning stoves to 
be installed in Andover. 

Gov. Edward J. King signed a bill which 
allows uncertified woodburning stoves to 
be installed between Nov. 15 and Dec. 31. 
This waives the state building code re- 
quirement that all woodburning stoves in- 
stalled in Massachusetts be certified by 
approved testing laboratories. 

The concern of Building Inspector 
William Miens, who requested the board’s 
action, was that inferior stoves and 
chimneys would increase the risk of fire. 
“The use of certain equipment,’’ Miens 
said, ‘“‘might cause loss of life and per- 
sonal property.”’ 

Miens said the rating of stoves began 
four years ago, and only as of July 1, 1979 
was it made manditory to have stoves 
rated. 

The board voted in favor of the override 
4 to 1, with Selectman James Abramson 
against. He said he voted against the 
override because he thought businessmen 
who had purchased the uncertified stoves 
deserved a chance to sell them and recoup 
their investment in them.

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Selectmen disagreed with two of three 
warrant article amendments suggested by 
the finance committee and transmitted to 
the board Monday night. 

The FinCom called for limiting the town 
to negotiating only with United Oil 
Products for solid waste disposal and for 
having a required fall town meeting which 
the selectmen could then call off. 


The third amendment was to specify the 
amount of unpaid bills at $1,287.70. 

Selectmen were generally opposed to 
limiting the negotiations for a solid waste 
disposal contract to United Oil Products. 
They said the town would be placed in a 
bad bargaining position if UOP knew that 
the town was not free to consider offers 


In calling for a regularly scheduled 
selectmen’s ‘‘conference session worth 
the name,’’ Selectman Chairman Edward 
M. Harris asked for more initiative from 
the board. 

“‘T think action taken by the board comes 
from elsewhere,’ Harris said Monday 
night, ‘‘from the manager or outside agen- 
cies. The board does not discuss what 
should be done. There should be more in- 
itiative on the part of the board of 
selectmen. We are the elected represen- 
tatives of the people. I think a lot depends 
on us.”’ 

The chairman’s remarks came after the 
board voted unanimously to schedule con- 
ference sessions regularly as the first of 
their three monthly meetings. No votes 
can take place at a conference session. 

Selectmen used to meet four times a 
month, two regular meetings and two con- 
ference sessions, until April. Then, at the 
suggestion of Selectman James Abram- 
son, the number was cut back to three, 
with the board no longer meeting on the 
third Monday of the month. 

That third meeting was a conference 
session. 

Part of Abramson’s April proposal was 
to continue to schedule a conference on the 
first Monday of each month. The board 
agreed to try the new schedule until 
November. 

‘Since selectmen reduced their meeting 
schedule, the first-Monday conference 
sessions have been increasingly brushed 
aside, and special regular meetings have 
been held instead. Conference sessions 
have been pushed to the end of the first- 
Monday meeting schedules. 

Harris asked the board to consider a 
return to the old schedule of four meetings 
a month, and Selectman Susan T. Poore 
favored the return. The rest of the board 
did not. 

Poore said she thought conference 
sessions allowed the board to do the 
‘‘forethinking of major issues which come

Selectman James Abramson, liaison to 


the FinCom, said he thought the FinCom 
amendment would give UOP too much 
bargaining power. He said he was in favor 
of having town meeting give approval to 
negotiate with any solid waste disposal 
firm, with the understanding that no con- 
tract would be signed without town 
meeting approval.

before the board.’’ She added that the 
sessions had been initiated to help dispel 
the ‘‘ivory-towerish’’ image the board 
had. Conference sessions were establish- 
ed, she said, to allow town staff and the 
public to speak informally with the board. 


Abramson suggested revoting the 
measure the board approved in April, and 
asked that tighter restrictions be placed 
on what constitutes important enough 
business to displace a conference session 
for a special meeting. 

He added that he favored holding con- 
ference sessions after the regular 
meetings held on the second and fourth 
Mondays of the month if the board finishes 
its business by 9 or 9:30 p.m., as it has for 
the past two weeks. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
that the three-meeting schedule seemed 
sufficient, particularly since the board 
was willing to schedule extra meetings as 
needed during town meeting and budget 
preparation. 

Clark added that a lighter summer 
schedule might be instituted for weeks 
when several board members were on 
vacation or when business was insufficient 
to hold a meeting.

Fifth District Congressman James M. 
Shannon (D-Lawrence) announced today 
that the Federal Department of Energy 
has made an award of $976,427 to Concen- 
tration Specialists, Inc. of Andover. 

Shannon said that the money was to be 
used for the research and development of 
a new technique for reclaiming chemicals 
and energy in the paper-making process. 

The research is to develop a freezing 
method in which the ‘‘black liquor,’’ the 
residue which remains after wood is 
processed into paper, can be recycled 
back into the manufacturing procedure. In

this way, significant amounts of fuel will 
be conserved when that liquid is used as 
fuel to generate steam for making paper. 

At the same time, useful chemicals 
which are necessary in the paper-making 
process are also recovered by this ex- 
perimental freezing process. 

Shannon said, ‘‘Alternative methods for 
conserving energy throughout the 
manufacturing pracess are of critical im- 
portance. Grants of this type which 
finance research into processes to help 
alleviate dependences on fossil fuels in- 
dicate the government’s commitment to 


the development of an intergrated energy 
policy.”

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Becky Becomes A Sailor 


Up to this summer, the closest 15-year- 
old Andover resident Rebecca (‘‘Becky’’) 
Reynolds had ever been to sailing was on 
her family’s Sunfish, a small board boat. 


That was before she won a week’s sail 
training experience aboard a 125-foot brig 
called the Unicorn in the Malden 
Cooperative Bank’s ‘‘Tell a Tall Tale” 
contest. 

Now, as a result of that voyage, Becky 
says she not only knows the difference 
between a ship’s bow and stern, but she 
can navigate a ship, work a sextant, tie 
ship’s knots and rig a sail, among other 
seamanship skills. 

To gan such a unique experience, Becky 
wrote a short fictional story and sub- 
mitted it in the bank’s contest held in 
August. She was one of two winners in the 
bank’s contest, both joining 18 other young 
people, age 15-22 years on a voyage which 
took them from Boston to Castine, Maine 
and back again to Boston. The experience 
was part of the Operation Sail (Op Sail) ’80 
program which is bringing tall ships from 
all over the world to Boston for that city’s 
350th birthday celebration May 30, 1980. 


According to Malden Cooperative Bank 
at Andover President Edward R. Marston, 
‘Being able to offer young people the op- 
portunity of exploring new skills and 
adventures which also have historical 
significance was the ultimate goal of our 
involvement in the Op Sail ’80 program. 
And just from Becky’s comments about 
her trip, reading the journal she shared 
with us, and seeing the photos she took of 
the voyage, we believe we’ve been part of 
a unique and worthwhile learning ex- 
perience.”’ 

The Unicorn, a two-masted, square rigg- 
ed brig, is a vessel which was popular dur- 
ing pre-steamship days. It is an exact 
replica of such vessels, built in 1948 in 
Finland as a historical reconstruction 
project — and this is what made Becky’s 
voyage unusual, she says. 


“I was treated just like a regular crew 
member, part of the program and I had 
the chance to participate on each of the 
assigned watches,”’ Becky explained. 

A watch consists of observing and per- 
forming duties which maintain a ship on a 
smooth course, in a particular part of the 
ship. There were five watch duties aboard 
the Unicorn: bow, deck, galley, duty, 
helmsman and runner. 

Says Becky, ‘‘If another ship was 
spotted, the person on bow watch, for ex- 
ample would be responsible for notifying 
the captain or other officer in charge. The 


runner was the person who would carry 
messages to the officer between the bow 
and the stern — the front and the back of 
the ship.” : 

Watches were round the clock, each 
young person assigned to a four-hour 
watch a day. Sometimes that meant get- 
ting up at 4 a.m. for watch duty, says 
Becky. 

‘‘When I had that watch, I ate breakfast, 
after, with the others at 8 a.m., and then, 
probably went back to sleep for a while. It 
was a different type of routine for us all,”’ 
she said. 

In addition to watch duties, Becky learn- 
ed such skills as working with a sextant, 
tying knots, learning the different parts of 
the ship, the rigging, compass courses, 
and ship’s terms. When not participating 
in instructional periods by the crew (there 
were ten aboard), Becky spent her free 
time, writing in her journal about her ex- 
periences, drawing scenes from the ship, 
climbing the masts with supervision, talk- 
ing with other young people on the voyage, 
or just sitting back and thinking. 


The Unicorn docked for two days in 
Castine, giving the young people a chance 
‘to visit the general store and the Maine 
Maritime Institute and to wander around 
the small historical town. Then it was 
back on board and homebound. 

‘I made many friends aboard the 
Unicorn, some I’ve kept in contact with. It 
was a real adventure, one I’ll carry with 
me for a long time. They really kept us 
busy — but that was good, I really did feel 
like a crew member,’ says Becky. 


The night before the ship docked in 
Boston, the crew and the new young 
‘sailors’ put on a small concert led by 
crew member Tom Sullivan who had 
taught them chanty singing. 

Chanties, says Becky, are old work 
songs for sailors, and a hobby of Tom’s 
who also plays the fiddle, banjo, accordian 
and penny whistle. 

The Unicorn is now finished with the sail 
training voyages and being prepared for 
the tall ships events next year. Some of the 
young people who participated in the 
training voyages might also be selected to 
participate in these events. 


According to Becky, who is currently 
attending Pingree School in South 
Hamilton, ‘‘No one knows who will get the 
chance, but I’m glad for my one week 
aboard the Unicorn — it’s a summer 
adventure I’ve gotten into for today. My 
parents have already loaded me with 
books on sailing and who knows, | might 
make another trip someday.”’

Butterflies 


The most intriguing of 
all butterflies, the 
monarch, provides fascina- 
tion for all ages in two 
family programs con- 
ducted this weekend by 
Clara Waterman, Instruc- 
tor in the Peabody Museum 
of Salem’s Education 
Department. 

On Saturday morning. 
Sept. 29, parents and 
children participating in 
the program at the 
Museum from 10 to noon 
will follow the life cycle of 
the monarch from tiny, 
pearly egg to exquisite 
butterfly through live 
specimens as well as 
slides. 

The process, which takes 
about five weeks, begins on 
the underside of milkweed 
leaves where the females 
deposit their eggs. Within 
12 days, a striped cater- 
pillar emerges from each 
egg and begins feeding on 
the milkweed: 

In this larval state, the 
insect sheds its skin five 
times and grows to 2,700 
times its original weight. 
As the cocoon gradually 
becomes transparent over 
the next two weeks, its 
wall begins to crack. At 
last comes nature’s 
magical moment, the 
metamorphosis, when the 
adult monarch escapes and 
soars away

Charter Change Proposed 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark set the 
wheels in motion Monday night for a 
charter amendment meant to reorganize 
certain administrative responsibilities 
and jurisdictions. 

The proposed amendment provided for: 
@ There shall be a zoning administrator 
appointed by the town manager. 

@ The town manager shall appoint the 
department heads for all town 
departments and members of all town 
boards, commissions and committees, ex- 
cept the zoning board of appeals and the 
board of selectmen. 

@ Selectmen will no longer have confirma- 
tion power over the appointment of 
middle-management personnel. All such 
positions must be funded in the annual 
budget. 

Clark proposed having town counsel 


write up a draft of the amendment for 
selectmen’s approval, but Selectmen 
Susan T. Poore and James Abramson and 
Chairman Edward M. Harris had objec- 
tions. 

They centered around the appointment 
of middle management personnel. Poore 
said she was reluctant to give away confir- 
mation power over certain ‘‘very public’ 
positions, such as the town treasurer and 
collector of taxes. 

Abramson said he was not sure what 
town positions fell into that middle- 
management category, and asked to see a 
list of those positions. He said he might 
want to ‘‘pick and choose’ those positions 
which the selectmen keep a hold over. 

Clark said he will get the additional in- 
formation the selectmen requested.

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Dropping Civil Service Gets 
School Committee Support 


The school committee Tuesday night 
voted unanimous support of a warrant ar- 
ticle which would remove custodians from 
civil service status. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert recommended 
the change, noting that at times it has 
taken nearly 18 months to hire qualified 
people through the civil service route. 


He said that the move would provide 
more local control over local employees. 

In other personnel-related action, the 
committee voted to hire a team of four 
pediatricians from the Wilmington Health 
Care Center to provide services formerly 
offered by the school physician. The 
schools would pay $6,000 this school year 
for thenew arrangement. 


The committee accepted the resignation 
of John Battle, a junior custodian at 
Shawsheen School, and then reappointed 
Esther Campbell program coordinator for 
the Andover AIRS Dissemination 
Program, at $24,720 a year, and Ruth 


Essiambre, secretary to the coordinator 
at $8094, contingent upon continued receipt 
of federal funds. 

Federally funded positions approved by 
the committee include half-time speech 
clinician (Title VI), parttime learning dis- 
abilities instructional aide in the percep- 
tually handicapped class at Shawsheen 
(Title I), and a full-time instructional per- 
sonal care aide. 

Carol Bressler of Waltham, was elected 
a full-time learning disabilities teacher- 
tutor at Sanborn, at $12,700, and Patricia 
Thomson, a half-time L.D. teacher-tutor 
at West, based on a salary of $11,555 a 
year. 

Appointed were Meredith Jones of An- 
dover, special needs instructional aide 
(I.A.) at Bancroft, $3.48 an hour; Maria 
Maglio of Haverhill, special needs I.A. at 
West Elementary, $3.48 an hour; Rosanne 
Shine of Andover, media aide at West 
Elementary, $2.73 an hour; Carol Abdoo of 
Andover, permanent substitute in 
Shawsheen Grade 4, for approximately

Land Transfer To AHA 


After hearing that they held the key to 
expanded senior citizen housing, the

school committee voted unanimously 
Tuesday night to support the transfer of a 
small parcel of East Jr. High land to the 
Andover Housing Authority. 

The final decision on the 12,000 square 
feet of woods at the southeast corner of 
East Jr. High property is now up to voters 
at the October town. meeting. 


The town two years ago authorized the 
authority to construct new housing for the 
elderly and handicapped, and last 
December the authority received state 
funds to develop 40 units. 

AHA director Thomas Walsh said Tues- 
day night that he learned in the middle of 
July that Andover would also get $1,250,000 
to build the units, but would have to select 
a site in six weeks, paying a maximum of 
$40,000 for the two necessary acres. 

Less than two weeks ago, he said, the 
state said the site would be all right. Then, 
however, the AHA determined that the 
site, adjacent to their Grandview Terrace 
and Chestnut Court properties, was not 


“‘Tt’s not just that we think this transfer 
is a good idea,”’ said Richard Savrin of the 
AHA, it’s our only idea.”’ 

He said other sites considered by the 
authority were either unsuitable for the 
elderly or prohibitively expensive, and 
that if Andover doesn’t use the $1.25 
million right away, it could go to another 
town. 

“It’s almost clear we would lose the 
money,”’ he said. 

Savrin added that there are hundreds of 
elderly on the AHA waiting list. 

“In the Town of Andover,’’ said Walsh, 
‘*a lot of elderly are caught in the squeeze 
of rent increases.’’ They don’t raise rents 
by $10 a month here, he said, they raise 
them by $50 a month. 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann ex- 
pressed concern that despite the parcel’s 
relatively small size, the whole East Jr. 
High property was currently under study 
by the reuse committee. The original 
plans for a new or renovated East Jr. High 
used every spare piece of land, she said,

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Papal Visit Closes Schools | 


Andover schools will be closed Monday, 
state holiday or no. 

The school committee voted unanimous- 
ly Tuesday night to close school, primarily 
because of the difficulty in obtaining sub- 
stitutes for teachers who had already re- 
quested personal days off to go see Pope 
John Paul II in Boston. 

The day will be made up at the end of the 
school year, unless the state grants a 
special waiver of the 180-day requirement. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said it 
appeared that the legislature was going to 
go ahead and vote the full legal holiday, 
and that a statement would be forthcom- 
ing from the State Commissioner of 
Education. 

Because Gov. Edward King had already 
suggested a half-day holiday, and many 
teachers would be out anyway in obser- 
vance of the Jewish holiday Yom Kippur, 
he questioned the ‘‘validity’’ of a school 
day, and said they perhaps ought not to 
have school at all.

Holiday Rejected By Town 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
recommended to selectmen Monday 
night that Andover not recognize the 
half-day holiday declared by Gov. 
Edward J. King to mark the visit of 
Pope John-Paul II. 

Clark told the board he thought the 
governor lacked the legal authority to 
declare a holiday, and estimated the 
holiday would cost the town $4000. 

The $4000 would take the form of 
holiday pay for police and firefighters 
and department of public works 
employees. There are no special 
holidays negotiated in the town’s con- 
tracts with the three groups, and no 
funds for a special holiday were 


Relieve Crowding 


Some three to three and a half school 
buses will soon be put back on Andover 
streets, in an effort to relieve the 
‘“‘packed”’ state of some of the routes and 
balance safety with economy. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the school 
committee Tuesday night he has directed 
Transportation Assistant Sam Arcidy to 
limit secondary buses to 65 pupils, instead 
of the 81 allowed by state law, and to add 
another bus at West Elementary, where 
two routes were ‘‘clearly out of line.’’ 

Meanwhile, he said Business Manger 
Edward Maguire will be instituting a bus 
pass sysiem to identify legal riders and 
exclude walkers. It will take a few weeks 
to get that program going, he said, though 
the extra buses will be added as soon as 
Arcidy can work out the routes. 

Seifert said things would still not be ‘‘all 
rosey’’ in the busing department, and that 
service would still be far inferior to what 
Andover has had in the past. 

He said that after the last school com- 
mittee meeting, he had asked the ad- 


ministrators to board buses and assure the’ 


drivers they would crack down on riders 
who didn’t behave, and also to count the 
riders for three days in a row. 

They discovered, he said, ‘‘a very thin 
line between what the state says is safe 
and what’s considered reasonable in An- 
dover.”’ 

The central office had cut back some 
five to six buses this fall by loading to the 
capacity allowed by the state — 65 
students on seats (three to a seat) and up 
to 25 percent standees. 

Seifert said that with a little courtesy 
and cooperation it might be possible to get 
three junior high students on a seat (with 
13 inches of space for each), but that it 
became next to impossible to cram tie 
older students into the same. 

By limiting the buses to 65, he said there 
would still be some standees, but he 
believed ‘‘the very serious problems 
areas’’ would be eliminated. 

Hé said he‘hadn’t believed how crowded

himself. He said he actually saw students 


standing in the wells. 

In the West Elementary case, he said 
bus routes 51 and 52 had been packed with 
81 riders each. 

Committeeman Joseph Finn said the 
committee had made a ‘‘reasonable 
attempt” to economize, in keeping with 
the spirit of the tax cap, but that ‘‘the pru- 
dent thing to do now is back off.”’ 

He said they had tried to do what they 
could within the law, but that the new plan 
just didn’t fit. 

Seifert said the administration is still 
pursuing the two-mile minimum for riders 
for next year. The limits have been 
mapped out and they are now working 
with the police to determine what areas 
would be safe and not safe for walkers. 

He said they would be presenting the 
plan in time for budget talks in the spring. 

Finn added that parents should express 
their concerns about the two mile limit 
between now and February. They could 
Save themselves a lot of trauma if they 
come forward now, he said, and not after 
the new rules are set. 

Andover presently buses youngsters who 
live more than a mile and a half from 
school. 

By putting back some of the buses they 
had taken away, Seifert said the schools 
will now realize a net savings of only two 
to two and a half buses at the end of the 
year. 

Seifert concluded by complimenting the 
bus drivers ‘‘once again for pulling us 
through some very difficult times.’’

Editorial Comment 


Charter Alteration 
Should Be Interesting 


A proposal before selectmen to allow amendment of 
the town manager charter should be interesting to 
follow, based on the history of the 20-year-old document 
which governs Andover’s municipal administration. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark this week began ef- 
forts toward amending the charter which would virtual- 
ly hand over to the manager all appointments, without 
having to present his choices for confirmation by 
selectmen. 

Frankly, it is business procedure which should be 
followed, but is already running into opposition. 

Some selectmen are of the opinion that the confirma- 
tion should be retained in some instances. It is such 
opinions that will make the process interesting if and 
when the amendment is formalized and presented to 
public hearings. 

Over the years, depending on the makeup of the board 
of selectmen, opinions have varied as to the importance 
of the selectmen confirming managerial appointments. 

Some boards, expressing a feeling of businesslike 
procedure, were more interested in the day to day 
business operations of the town and allowing the 
manager to compose his own team. 

Others when the occasion arose, became interested in 
the manager’s appointments, sometimes for strictly 
personal reasons. 

The mood of the present board has shifted from time 
to time, sometimes being bored by the routine 
procedures which the elected officials must follow, and, 
at other times, insistent on being informed on such 


things as appointments. 


During the current manager’s tenure there have been 
a few instances when his proposed appointee has had to 
be withdrawn from consideration, due to an inability to 
get agreement from the board. On some occasions the 
matter was of a personal nature, rather than com- 
petence. 


Basically, the town manager system was brought into 
the town 20 years ago in an effort to have the town’s 
municipal operations run by a professional. 


It is the duty of the selectmen to select a person 
whose abilities are compatible with the proper running 
of the town. 

In many cases the department heads are already on 
board and remain, when a new manager takes over. 

If the opportunity arises to appoint a new department 
head then the manager should more or less have a free 
reign, since actions within that department are ul- 
timately his responsibility. 

We doubt that the proposed amendment will have 
smooth sailing, based on initial reaction by selectmen 
this week. While members may complain at times 


about being bogged down by trivial items, they still will 


express reluctance to surrender any powers. 

The basic thrust of the overall amendment is to per- 
mit appointment of a zoning administrator, with the 
free-reign appointive power also a consideration. 

No doubt, there will be considerable discussion before 
a decision is reached.

WASHINGTON -- Unlce 
Sam, like a rube gawking at 
the carnival midway, has 
had his pockets picked this 
year for a staggering $11 
billion. That’s the official 
estimate of the number of 
taxpayer dollars that have 
been frittered away by 
waste, fraud and corruption 
under federal government 
programs thus far in 1979. 

The figure comes from a 
compilation of reports by 
the General Accounting 
Office, the congressional 
watchdog agency set up to 
ferret out theft or squander- 
ing of money by government 
agencies. 

The $11 billion rip-off 
occurred in the first nine 
months of 1979 and undoubt- 
edly will rise higher before 
the end of the year. In other 
words, the bureaucrats have 
bilked an average per capita 
of $1,800 paid by 6,111,111 
Americans in annual income 
taxes. 

The GAO investigators 
found that the government’s 
Medicare and Medicaid pro- 
grams were swindled out of 
more than $4 billion. They 
reported that careless book- 
keeping and outright corrup- 
tion cost the U.S. Treasury 
$1.7 billion in the purchase 
of services and supplies by 
the General Services Admin- 
istration. Crooked GSA offi- 
cials and private business- 
men have admitted their 
guilt and have gotten off 
with a legal slap on the 
wrist. 

The Agriculture Depart- 
ment recently was found to 
be dumping still usable 
expensive office machines 
and equipment at a subur- 
ban Washington trash heap. 
The department was paying 
a private firm to haul the 
desks, typewriters and filing 
cabinets away.

Jimmy Carter came rid- 
ing into Washington three 
years ago promising to clean 
up the town with efficient 
honest government. But the. 
pilfering and plundering of 
the people’s money goes on 
at a clip of more than $1 bil- 
lion a month. 

Brazen Betrayal: While 
posturing as an elder states- 
man, Richard Nixon contin- 
ues his brazen betrayal of 
the American people who 
twice elected him president. 

In his Watergate cover-up, 
Nixon lied and connived in 
an unsuccessful attempt to 
save his political life. His 
latest trickery is motivated 
by sheer money grubbing. 

Back in 1973, Nixon was 
pressed by newsmen as to 
the source of $1.5 million he 
paid for his Pacific estate at 
San Clemente -- the Western 
White House where he took 
his leisure in surf and sun. 
He squirmed out from the 
heat when a White House 
spokesman proclaimed that 
Nixon intended to bequeath 
the property to the Ameri- 
can people for public use. 

On grounds of Secret Ser- 
vice security, he appropriat- 
ed $702,000 for the upkeep 
of the estate and such fancy 
trimmings as redwood fenc- 
es around the swimming 
pool. Upon his exile in dis- 
grace from the White House, 
the once poor boy from 
Whittier, Calif., took refuge 
at the baronial retreat with 
the services of aides and 
guards paid for by the 
government. 

Earlier this year, the ex- 
president reneged on his 
promise to bestow the prop- 
erty on the public. He quiet- 
ly sold the San Clemente 
estate for an undisclosed

amount to private buyers at 
presumably a hefty land- 
boom profit and is now pre- 
paring to move into a pur- 
chased luxury apartment in 
Manhattan. 

We've learned that his 
broken promise might land 
Nixon in court. Justice 
Department attorneys are 
studying whether the 1973 
White House announcement 
is legally binding. If they 
find grounds, they may haul 
him into court on a civil suit, 
demanding that the ex-presi- 
dent keep his word. 

So far, Nixon has escaped 
being called to book under 
oath in a court of law 
because of the hasty pardon 
granted him by his hand- 
picked successor, Gerald 
Ford. And a Justice Depart- 
ment source cautions that 
Nixon may still evade any 
legal consequences for his 
latest deception because 
there seem to be no laws on 
the books to cover his San 
Clemente caper. 

Florida Laundromats: The 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration has come up 
with convincing evidence 
that international narcotics 
are using Florida 
banks as laundromats for 
their ill-gotten gains. 

A secret agency report 
discloses that hard green 
cash in $20, $50 and $100 
bills are flowing into banks 
in the Miami and Jackson- 
ville area and most of the 
deposits are coming from 
Colombia, the Centra) 
American source spot for 
illicit drugs being smuggled 
into the United States. 

For instance, the federal 
reserve branches in the two 
Florida cities last year accu- 
mulated $3.2 billion more in 
cash than they paid out. The 
Miami branch douled its 
cash deposits in three years.

more than 18 percent. It projects that 
elementary enrollments will continue to 
decrease, while secondary enrollments 
will remain fairly stable. 

The MVPC staff used the cohort sur- 
vival method and the ratio step-down 
methods in reaching their projections. 

They assume that the birth rate will not 
increase significantly, and that the high 
price of homes in Andover will bring in 
families with older children rather than 
families with young ones. 

The report also notes some factors that 
could cause the projections to change, 
such as community decisions regarding 
land use, zoning and growth controls, and 
type of new industries. They say that an 
industry which employs large numbers of 
blue and white collar workers could create 
a demand for moderate income housing, 
which in turn would bring in younger 
families with younger children. 

School Committeeman Donald Robb 
noted that the board is not. talking about 
closing up a school forever or destroying 
it, but rather putting it to some other use 
so that it could be retrieved for use as a 
school if future population requires it. 

Elementary enrollment here in 1969 was 


3207; the peak came at 3392 in 1972, and the . 


current total is 2720. The secondary 
schools were at 2533 in 1969. They reached 
a high of 3206 in 1976 and are now down to 
3000.

(down 40); Doherty, 414 (down 34); San-

turnaround during the last quarter of the 
year and an upward business trend for its 
products. 

The Andover project is part of an overall 
review being done by Polaroid’s real es- 
tate department and administrators. A 
more complete review of the Andover 
plans, as well as other expansion projects 
will take place probably after the first of 
the year. 

The spokesman said that the Andover 
project is closed down and construction 
has ceased, but emphasized that the 
building is not for sale. 

Other companies have expressed an in- 
terest in the building and their inquiries 
have been placed on file, in case the deci- 
sion to go forward with the Andover 
building should change. 

As matters stand the halting of con- 
struction work represents a slowdown in 
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the expansion planning process by the 
company. Plans are still to develop the 
Andover facility, dependent on improved 
economic factors. 

Polaroid announced its West Andover 
plans over a year ago and construction 
began last fall, with official ground- 
breaking ceremonies in November.
